' GUATEMALA CITY, Guate- 
mala, Nov. 3—Revolutions, even 
the most bloody, sometimes be- 
gin most casu- 
ally. Our own 
was like that. 
A few farm- 
ers, shooting 
from behind a 
stone wall with 
their squirrel 
rifles, halted 
British troops 
near Lexing- 
ton. 
Here, in this 
truly beautiful, 
proud little country, which re- 
cently freed itself from _ the 
steadily constricting, barbarous 
bonds of communism, they hope 
to restore the meaning of their 
October revolution of 1944, It 
was this revolution which the 
Communists seized and per- 
verted. 


It began casually. On June 22, 
1944, students at the old and re- 
spected university demanded the 
dictator, Gen. Jorge Ubico y 
Castenada, give their institution 
freedom to teach. He closed it. 
(Let all dictators, or would-be 
dictators, note from history how 
poor is the reward of opposing 
education.) Students are not 
afraid. 


Beginning 

On June 23 they and some of 
their teachers formed in small 
groups, walked along the street, 
etopping now and then to read 
portions of the United Nations 
Charter; paragraphs of their own 
constitution and other literature 
which Ubico had ruled subver- 
sive. 

The next day ordinary citizens 
joined them. Troops were called 
out and the marchers were fired 
on. A general strike came. On 
July 1 Ubico resigned, but left 
one of his generals as a stahd- 
in. 


On the night of Oct. 19, young 
officers and students brought off 
a successful revolution. Three 
of the young officers took over. 
Their names are important 
chiefly because one must be re- 
membered—Capt. Joseph Ar- 
benz. 

She 
and her captain had been snub- 
bed by the society of the capl- 
tal. Her own family had dis- 
owned her because she had 
‘“‘married beneath” her family.

The Sen- 
ate opens full-dress debate on 
the issue tomorrow.

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Hardwick roundly defeated him. But two 
years later, -in the 1922 primary, Walker 
trounced Hardwick. By then the powerful 
Sen. Tom Watson had withdrawn his sup- 
port from the independent and uncom- 
promising Hardwick, and given it to 
Walker. Watson’s backing, plus that of 
the Ku Klux Klan, which also was mad 
at Hardwick, resulted in Walker's elec- 
tion. Two years later he was elected 
again, this time without opposition. 

On his retirement from the gover- 
nor’s office in 1927, Mr. Walker lived 
quietly. He and Mrs. Walker maintained 
an apartment in Atlanta where he had a 
law practice and served for many years 
as general counsel of the State Depart- 
ment of Labor. But their home was in 
Monroe, &nd their hearts were there too, 
among a peaceful circle of relatives and 
good friends, far from the strains and 
hectic years of the governorship.

Griffin's Program 
Sounds Moderate 


Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin gave the 
press the most complete preview of his 
forthcoming administration to date Mon- 
day night at the Sigma Delta Chi meet- 
ing in Atlanta. 

In a straightforward talk, followed by 
a frank question and answer period, Mr. 
Griffin outlined a program that will be 
received kindly for the most part by the 
people of Georgia. 

There were points of controversy, of 
course, and these will have to be settled 
by events during day-to-day unfolding of 
his legislative program. On the whole, 
as he pointed out, there are no drastic 
changes proposed. 

Certainly the state will applaud his 
announced intention of tightening revenue 
collections so that each man will pay his 
just share. There can be no quarrel 
with the objective of furthering the state’s 
forestry program and of working to accel- 
erate the development of industry. 

More attention most certainly should 
be paid to development of the state’s 
water resources and to encouraging irri- 
gation. Proposals to sell automobile tags 
at county courthouses and to .increase 
workmen’s compensation benefits will 
find a hearty sesponse from the public 
at large. | 

The governor-elect said he thought 
the Georgia Literature Commission set 
up to control obscene literature was un- 
necessary and that existing laws in this 
connection had been sufficient to control 
the problem. He will find many people 
in agreement. 

Mr. Griffin again said he hopes that 
it will not be necessary to use the “pri- 
vate school” amendment nor to change 
the present system of public schools in 
order to preserve segregation. The is- 
sue, of course, presents the most explo- 
sive potential of any that faces the new 
administration. Let us all pray that it 
does not become necessary to destroy our 
public schools. 

The outline the governor-elect submit- 
ted to newsmen is, on the whole, mod- 
erate. It calls for a continuation of or- 
derly progress and proposes no radical 
changes. There will be controversies in 
political administration, but the times do 
call for moderation. 

As he prepares to assume his duties, 
Mr. Griffin is to be commended for his 
efforts to achieve unity on an accept- 
able program for the entire state.

Another Justice Harlan 


May Serve on the Court 


The name of John Marshall Harlan 
of New York has been sent to the Senate 
by the President as the successor on the 
Supreme a of Robert H. Jackson, who 
died on Oct. 

President Miiadinaiaia nomine® now 
is a judge of the Second Circuit Court of 
Appeals, a post to which he was appoint- 
ed by the President last March. Prior 
to this appointment to the bench, Judge 
Harlan had a long and good record as a 
jurist, a fact which consoles the vast 
majority of Americans who prefer 
judges ta, politicians as the final arbiters 
of the law. 

The nominee is the grandson and name- 
sake of a Supreme Court justice who 
served from 1877 to 1911. The first 
Justice Harlan won fame as the sole dis- 
senter in the 1896 case of Plessy versus 
Ferguson. Then the court ruled that racial 
segregation was not unconstitutional on 
railroads if equal facilities were provided. 
Grandfather Harlan commented that the 
Constitution must be “color blind,” and 
announced that his dissent one day would 
become the majority opinion of the court. 

The court which the present Judge 
Harlan will join if confirmed by the Sen- 
ate upheld his grandfather’s point of view 
last May 17 when it ruled against segre- 
gation in the public schools. Unless his 
confirmation is delayed, the grandson will 
take part in the proceedings to implement 
last May’s decision. 

Judge Harlan’s background is Repub- 
lican and legal. His appointment will 
bring the number of Republicans on the 
nine-man bench to three, and if the evi- 
dence is to be trusted, might add a judge 
to the lst of the justices.

Irrigation of Cotton 
Increases the Yield 


The Agricultural Situation, a monthly pub- 
lication of the Agricultural Marketing Serv- 
ice, has recently made a study of income on 
family-operated farms which results in a pair 
of highly interesting figures. 

It shows that last year's cotton crop on the 
high plains section of Texas produced what 
might be considered wages at $2.95 per hour 
on irrigated farms. It was the highest hourly 
income of the groups studied, except for the 
winter wheat growers of the Northwest. . 

Right beside the figure is another for non- 
irrigated family-operated cotton farms in the 
same high plains section of Texas. Their ef- 
forts resulted in a loss of $1.04 an hour, the 
heaviest loss in the whole list. 

But apparently the Department of Agricul- 
ture researcher had an idea that such a con- 
trast and the words ‘‘family-operated’ might 
encourage too fast a rush of small farmers, to- 
ward the promise of irrigated profits.

In \fact, the life of the painting itself is a parallel to the life 


of the Saviour. 

It was born with great hope and 
promise; it lived a brief lige; it 
died and then it was reborn to a 
new and greater exrstence. 


Its beginning was in the year 
of 1894. Paderewski, a young musi- 
cian at the time, stood one day 
before a gigantic painting showing 
the struggle of his beloved Poland 
for freedom from Russia. His emo- 
tions were deeply stirred and’ in 
that moment there came into his 
mind the thought of an even great- 
er painting—Christ’s sacrifice on 
the cross. He felt such a picture 
would overwhelm the pride and 
arrogance of man and lead him to 
faith in Christ. 

Immediately Paderewski went to 
his friend, Jan Styka, a young but 
gifted artist. Styka, too, saw the 
vision and he was not disobedient 
to it. He set about immediately 
to plan the painting. 

It. must be gigantic in size, dra- 
matic in style and created to im- 
press forever the great lesson of 
the Crucifixion upon all who might 
see it. The painting was to be 45 
feet high and 195 feet long. If stood 
on end, it would reach as-high as 
an 11-story building. 

Before he set a brush to canvas, 
he journeyed to the Holy Land.

Most people use the south ex- 
pressway from Atlanta to the 
airport. Under ideal non-rush 
traffic hours it takes only 25 or 
30 minutes to drive that route to 
the airport. But in the peak rush 
hours it can take an hour. Part 
of that delay is in getting to the 
expressway, but another part is 
the congestion and crooked route 
from the expressway across rail- 
road tracks and through Hape- 
ville and Virginia avenue to the 
airport
